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AHS, South projects take surprisingly different paths

Surprises come in two dis- 
tinct varieties — pleasant and 
unwanted. Just ask those 
involved with the school con- 
struction projects. 


While South School workers 
have been pleasantly surprised 
by the condition of that building, 
High School workers have 
repeatedly run into unexpected 


problems. The most recent of 


these issues was a need to 
strengthen the existing gymnasi- 
um’s foundation, a task that will 
delay the Andover High project 
about a week. 


Sharman Lappin, project 
manager for both jobs, says sur- 
prises are the main difference 
between the problematic 
Andover High School work and 
the comparatively smooth South 
project. 

“The unforeseen conditions 
that we have found at the High 
School have greatly affected the 
scheduling,” said Ms. Lappin. 
“There were no unforeseen con- 
ditions at South, which would 
happen with a smaller job. 
There's much less risk.”

By contrast, Mr. Parsons said the High 
School project “has brought us a greater 
degree of fear and trepidation.” 

In mid-May, the School Building Commit- 
tee said the cost of change orders for South 
totaled only $3,200. Mr. Parsons said there 


have been more than $300,000 worth of 


changes to the High School project. 

Ms. Lappin said she is preparing an updat- 
ed change order report for Monday. 

But the cost of changes to the projects is 
not their only difference. Although Ms. Lap- 
pin said the South project is still on schedule, 
the Andover High School project may take as 
much as two months longer than expected. 


Workers expected to complete the new 
gymnasium around New Year's, 1996, but 
may now aim to complete it by the end of 
February vacation, said Ms. Lappin.

Construction will limit the availability of 
several areas at different points during the 
summer and other town fields may need to 
be used, he said. Officials also hope to limit 
High School use, when possible, so workers 
can complete a large chunk of the High 
School project this summer.

NON-CONVENTIONAL WISDOM TEETH 

Third molars (wisdom teeth) often fail to erupt due to lack of 
room in the dental arch. This crowded condition leads emerging 
third molars to tip or rotate and become impacted against the 
second molars. In such cases, there are two schools of thought 
about how to proceed. Some say it is best to let “sleeping” molars 
lie, largely due to the fact that removing teeth completely 
enclosed in bone is a difficult surgical process. Others argue for 
removing unerupted third molars because they carry the potential 
{0 cause trouble. One condition likely to settle the argument is 
periocoronitis. It involves inflamed and painful gums near a tipped 
or partially erupted wisdom tooth due to trapped food and 
bacteria buildup. This condition can be permanently disposed of 
with extraction.

school administrative offices. The 
seniors currently occupy just the first 
floor. It is unclear at this point how 
much space the seniors will use, 
Whether they will seek to put an addi- 
tion on the building, whether there 
will still be room for any of the school 
offices in the building and, if not, 
where those offices will 20. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager,

When you mess with people’s vaca- 
tions, they’re going to be interested. 
That’s the message Lloyd Willey, 
School Committee member, received 
when he looked into changing the 
school calendar, 

Mr. Willey recently sent out sur- 
veys to parents, teachers and adminis- 
trators asking for their opinions 
regarding four possible school calen- 
dars, Among other things, the results 
showed that although parents are will- 
ing to do away with a week’s worth of 
school vacation, teachers are more 
hesitant, 

David Nichols, a parent and teach- 
er, told the committee last meeting, 
“Some of us teachers have lived 
through that experience” and that 
probably affected their votes, 

“Based upon the comments which 
were written on the survey there are 
very strong feelings about all the alter- 
natives for and against (change), Any 
changes should be made only after 
very serious thought,” Mr. Willey 
wrote in a memo to other school offi- 
cials, 

“There were people who wrote epis- 
tles,” he said. “There were people who 
attached four or five pages to a sur- 
vey.” 

The survey asked parents and edu- 
cators to rank four possible school- 
year calendars in order of preference, 
Mr, Willey weighted the responses, 

Using Mr. Willey’s method, 43 per- 
cent of the teachers’ and the adminis- 
tration’s weighted responses were in 
favor of leaving the school calendar as

Planning a new multi-year school 
calendar was one of Mr. Willey’s 
pledges when he was elected last year, 


Mr. Willey rated the responses by 
giving first choices four points, second 
choices three points and third choices 
two points. Last-place selections 
received no points. If survey-takers 
picked only one option, that selection 
was given four points, 


Do you understand what it is the 
seniors want to do?” she asked board 
members, 

But Selectman William Downs ques- 
tioned what seniors were Waiting for, 
and why any negotiations were taking 
place with the School Committee, 
Town Meeting approved what seniors 
asked — it did not approve more negoti- 
ations, Mr. Downs said. Mr. Downs

He, too, 
finally seemed to agree that it was best 
to go with the sure thing, 


Mr. Barenboim said he wanted 
seniors to put a halt to all the other 
options so he wouldn’t get any more 
memos from the School Committee, so 
he made the motion recommending 
seniors move ahead with their plans to 
expand. But the vote was interrupted 
by Mr. Stapezynski who said the 3% 
acre lot had just been staked out Mon- 
day and was available for Viewing, “if 
anyone was still interested.” 

Mr. Downs protested, and Ms. Bres- 
nahan said, “Why bother looking at it, 
Buzz, when we know there is not going 
to be anything coming from it.” 

Mr. Barenboim agreed with Mr. 
Smith, that the 3%-acre site would be 
the better option, but reiterated that 
selectmen had no control of that land, 
and the board approved the previous 
motion.

Nothing is perfectly clear about 


Senior Center expansion

An attempt to clear up confusion 
regarding the impact of a selectmen’s 
vote Monday night on the Senior Cen- 
ter expansion plans has made one 
thing perfectly clear — that nothing is 
perfectly clear, 

Sue Dalton, School Committee 
chairwoman, said Tuesday she was 
unaware of the selectmen’s action 
Monday night on the Senior Center 
expansion, but that if it meant seniors 
would be looking to expand into the 
second and third floors of the existing 
building, displacing school adminis- 
trators, it was news to her. She said 
that made it like a landlord telling a 
tenant they had 30 days to get out, 

Dorothy Bresnahan, Council on 
Aging chairwoman, said the vote 
means seniors can move ahead with 
plans to expand in the current build- 
ing, both with additions horizontally, 
and up to the second and/or third 
floors. 

“We always talked about someday 
using the whole building,” Ms, Bresna- 
han said. 

And Buzz Stapczynski, town man- 
ager, couldn’t settle the dispute as to 
what either Monday’s vote or the April 
Town Meeting vote on the Senior Cen- 
ter expansion allowed seniors to do. 

“IT don’t know. I’m trying to figure 
that out,” Mr. Stapezynski said. “At 
this point it is unresolved,” 

Mr. Stapcezynski said he is not in 
the position to kick the school admin- 
istration out of the second and third 
floors of the building. 

“Where am I going to put them?” 
Mr. Stapezynski asked, 

Mr, Stapezynski said he has an obli-

gation to the School Committee, and 
he doesn’t think the Council on Aging 
wants to displace the school adminis- 
tration.

Ms. Dalton said that, had it been 
clear at April Town Meeting that the 
vote would allow all three floors of the 
building to be taken over by seniors, 
the the proposal would not have 
received the support it did. 

“Certainly if that vote at Town 
Meeting had been framed in that fash- 
ion,” I would have gone to the floor as 
a citizen to protest it, Ms. Dalton said. 

Ms. Dalton said the School Commit- 
tee has not discussed the Senior Cen- 
ter expansion since April Town Meet- 
ing, but that until just prior to Town 
Meeting, seniors were discussing a 
horizontal expansion only. Seniors 
were interested in expanding outward, 
she said, but the School Committee did 
not want to go outside of the footprint 
of the existing building - to the land 
between the Senior Center and Memo- 
rial Auditorium and a small parcel 
behind the Senior Center cafeteria — 
and disapproved the proposal. The 
committee wanted to hold onto that 
land for possible future expansion of 
the schools, she said. 

Then, just prior to Town Meeting, 
Mr. Stapcezynski told Dick Neal, then 
interim superintendent of schools, 
about an architectural rendering of a 
plan for a separate structure on the 3.5

says her dog, which has never had 
ticks before, is “just covered” from her 
occasional sojourns around the neigh- 
borhood. 

The ubiquitous tick in the Andover 
area is the common dog tick, a dark 
brown creature a bit larger than a pen- 
cil eraser. It’s a nuisance but does not 
normally carry the debilitating Lyme 
disease. 

According to medical literature, 
ticks are blood-sucking eight-legged 
members of the spider family. In order 
to lay their eggs, female ticks require a 
blood meal and actively seek out a 
host, finding an unsuspecting carrier 
by the carbon dioxide it gives off. 


Lyme disease 

The Lyme-disease carrying deer 
tick, about the size of a period at the 
end of a sentence, is common in the 
seashore communities of the North 
Shore, Cape Cod, Connecticut, New 
York and all of Rhode Island. The hosts 
for this tick are generally field mice 
and white-tailed deer. The disease is 
named for Lyme, Conn., where it was 
first discovered in 1975. 

Lyme arthritis is a complex bacteri- 
al-caused disease that affects primarily 
the skin, joints, nerves and the heart of 
children and adults, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 
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ticks and more nasty ticks 


In a dog it infects the kidneys or 
heart, and can cause arthritis or death. 
The incidence of Lyme disease in dogs 
is six to 10 times higher than that in 
humans. 

Although Lyme disease is not yet 
indigenous to Andover, local dogs that 
have been to the infected areas have 
been bringing the disease here, said 
Dr. Martha Lindsay, also a veterinari- 
an with Andover Animal Hospital. In 
the past six years she has tested 55 sus- 
pected cases in dogs that have been to 
seashore communities. 

Ticks do not seem to be a problem 
for cats because they groom them- 
selves carefully, she says. 


What to do about ticks 

A chemical impregnated tick collar, 
not a flea and tick collar, will prevent 
ticks from staying on a dog, according 
to veterinarians. The collar must be 
fairly tight around the neck to have 
contact with the skin to allow the tick- 
toxic chemical to enter the dog’s lipid 
layer of skin. It is effective for four 
months and costs about $10.50 at an 
animal hospital. Dr. Martha Lindsay 
also suggests spraying an insectide like 
OFF on hands and then rubbing the 
dog’s fur. 

In addition, Dr. Lindsay says dogs 
that will be heading to an infected area 
should have an annual two-dose series 
of Lyme disease preventative shots sep- 


arated by at least two weeks. Shots are 
only for dogs at least three months old 
and are 86 percent effective, she said. 


Removing a tick 

Medical literature says apply iodine 
or clear nail polish and grip the tick 
with tweezers as close’ to the skin as 
possible and pull gently to disengage it. 

Dr. Richard Lindsay prefers to pull 
the tick straight out, taking a bit of the 
dog’s skin with it. Then put the tick in 
alcohol. A tick flushed down the toilet 
can live in a bubble of air and climb 
out of a sewer, he said. 


Humans and Lyme disease 

“We have not seen any Lyme disease 
in this office,” said Richard Katz, MD, 
of Andover Pediatrics. 

Owen Reynolds, MD, a North 
Andover dermatologist, says he has 
not seen Lyme disease in his office 
either. 


The small deer tick must be on the 
skin for 24 hours to bite and cause the 
characteristic bull’s-eye target Lyme 
disease rash. Not all Lyme disease 
comes with a rash, however. Lyme can 
be treated with penicillin and if not 
treated can cause lethargy and chronic 
joint problems, said Dr. Katz. 

But the common dog tick is general- 
ly “scary but harmless. Pull it off, wash 
the skin and forget about it,” he said.

acres of land off Chestnut Court, Ms. 
Dalton said. She said that plan was dis- 
cussed at a meeting just prior to Town 
Meeting and it was her understanding 
that seniors favored that option. But 
since a completely separate building 
would not have been covered by either 
of the two articles seniors had on the 
warrant, the seniors went ahead with 
the petitions to expand in the existing 
building. 

“Everybody knew at that time that 
the preferred location by the seniors 
was the ballfields,” Ms. Dalton said. 
Seniors never asked 

Ms. Bresnahan said Tuesday that 
seniors have never asked the schools 
for the 3% acres of land. That is the 
same kind of misrepresentation, she 
said, that led residents at April Town 
Meeting to vote against the second 
warrant article, which was not 
approved. That article would have 
allowed seniors to put additions on the 
school-controlled land adjacent to the 
building that the School Committee 
had denied them. 

Ms. Bresnahan said the warrant 
article approved in April allows 
seniors to expand horizontally and ver- 
tically. 

Horizontally includes land con- 
trolled by Andover Office Associates 
Limited Partnership, owner of the 


building. 

“We can go out toward the parking 
lot that abuts The Park,” off the north 
end of the existing building, Ms. Bres- 
nahan said. 

The seniors would make other 
changes on the first floor of the build- 
ing, but the warrant article also opens 
up the second and third floors to nego- 
tiation for expansion, Ms. Bresnahan 
said. 

“The building is not a school build- 
ing, so therefore, it comes under Buzz’s 
jurisdiction. It’s an office building,” 
Ms. Bresnahan said. 

Waiting and wondering 

Ms. Dalton said that since Town 
Meeting, the School Committee has not 
been involved in discussions on the 
Senior Center expansion because mem- 
bers have no statutory right to negoti- 
ate with the Council on Aging, which 
falls on the town side of the govern- 
ment. Instead, committee members 
have been waiting for selectmen to set 
up a joint meeting to discuss that issue 
and the issue of locating new playing 
fields in town, she said. The only 
exception was when Mr. Stapezynski , 
on May 30, asked the committee for 
permission to stake out a 3.5-acre site 
he and an architect were looking at for 
a possible location of a new Senior Cen- 
ter building, Ms. Dalton said. 

“We've been waiting and expecting 


that we're going to be meeting on these 
issues,” Ms. Dalton said. “It would be 
totally untrue to characterize the 
School Committee as being unaware of 
what’s going on.” 

Ms. Bresnahan agreed. 

“As far as we're concerned, we were 
never negotiating” with the School 
Committee, she said. 

But Ms. Bresnahan said the council 
will continue to leave its original dead- 
line in place — until July 1 - to consider 
other serious proposals, including any 
from the School Committee. 

“But we don’t think they're going to 
offer us anything,” Ms. Bresnahan 
said. 

If any offers are made, they would 
then make a decision by July 15, she 
said. 


Ms. Bresnahan said the Friends of 
the Andover Senior Center will now 
move forward with raising funds for 
construction costs. She said Tom 
Urbelis, town counsel, was to have 
begun immediately after Town Meet- 
ing clearing any red tape with the land- 
lord regarding the proposed changes to 
the building, and she hoped that had 
been done. She also said that, although 
seniors won’t be running into the 
building with hammers on July 2, she 
does hope actual renovations can begin 
by the fall at the latest. 


According to Everett F. Penney Jr., 
Andover’s health director, physicians 
reported there were only three cases of 
Lyme disease in Andover residents last 
year and no cases so far this year. 

The numbers of people with Lyme 
disease in Massachusetts have been 
climbing, in part due to the growing 
awareness of doctors about the disease 
and their requirement to report it to 
local boards of health, said Palma 
Caron, supervisor of surveillance pro- 
gram of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. The tick that causes 
Lyme disease has also been found on 
birds, which are probably responsible 
for its spread. 


Preventing ticks & Lyme disease 

Tick bites can be prevented by wear- 
ing protective clothing such as long 
pants tucked into high socks and long- 
sleeved shirts. Tape the tops of socks 
over pants legs and avoid wearing san- 
dals. Wear light-colored clothing so 
attached ticks are visible. Avoid 
woods, marshy areas and swamps and 
coastal areas where Lyme disease is 
known to be. Use insect repellents con- 
taining DEET on clothing and skin 
when in infected areas and take show- 
ers afterwards. 


There is not yet a human vaccine to 
protect against Lyme disease, accord- 
ing to state public health information. 


Seeking answers 
on Campbell’s 


leaving

Sources have confirmed West Mid- 
dle School parents will go through 
the courts to try to find out why Sam 
Campbell, West Middle’s popular 
principal, was forced to resign. 


According to Richard Robidoux, 
one of the parents in favor of a court 
action, the case is also being brought 
to create a different process for get- 
ting rid of principals. 


“We're just trying to hold the 
superintendent accountable,” said 
Mr. Robidoux. “It’s basically the pro- 
cess they used (that we don’t like). 
There’s so many people that are for 
Sam Campbell, I can’t believe he did 
anything wrong.” 


Mr. Rodiboux said the superinten- 
dent should involve the community 
more. Many parents were shocked to 
hear Dr. Campbell was forced to 


resign. 


“Tt seems like they want their own 
person,” he said. “I don’t think the

bers with whom some parents say they 
are upset. 

“It’s hard to say what it’s going to be 
used for because of the time it will take 
to put this in place,” said Ms. Robidoux. 
“It’s a possibility, but some of those 
problems may already be resolved 
(through a regular election) by the time 
it’s approved.” 

Patti Miliotis, another parent, said 
the parent group wants Andover to 
have a recall bylaw “so that if anything 
like this happens again we will have it 
in place.” 


“I would hope this would force peo- 
ple to be accountable,” she said. “We 
can’t affect people with petitions. We 
can’t affect them with our input.” 

Ms. Miliotis and other parents are 
upset with the committee and with 
Dick Neal, superintendent, because 
they believe they can’t get answers 
about why Sam Campbell, West Middle 
School principal, was fired. 

But Ms. Robidoux said parents are 
creating a recall process because of the 
way the committee selected the super- 
intendent search committee, because 
some parents believe the superinten- 
dent was selected through “the good, 
old friendship network,” and because 
“we don’t feel the School Committee 
has listened to the people.” 


“A lot of people are just very angry 
about what's going on. It’s not going to 
go away. A lot of people think (a recall) 
is needed so we're going to go for it,” 
said Ms. Robidoux. “There’s just been 
too many problems. We aren't able to 
get answers from our committee mem- 
bers. They say they’ve given us 
answers but we don’t feel they have. 

“There should be reasons why things 
happen in town and there should be 
good reasons.” 


Involving the state Legislature 

Assuming the town wants a recall 
process available, it may take support- 
ers until the end of this year to make a 
recall a part of Andover law. 


First, supporters must create an act 
outlining the type of recall process they 
want for Andover. Voters at Town 
Meeting must then approve this act. 

If the recall process is approved, a 
state representative will then bring this 
special act before the state Legislature 
for its approval. Those involved with 
the recall were not sure if the recall 
process would then have to come back 
for a second vote by the town. 


While an Andover official and par- 
ents said this process could take as long 
as one year, an Official in the secretary 
of state’s office said it may take consid- 
erably less time. 


“Tt depends on how fast they want to 
push it. Once it goes through Town 


Meeting, you have your representative 
file a bill,” said John Cloonan, director 
of state elections. “It could take weeks 
or it could take months. You can get it 
through in a couple of months with no 
problem.” 

One obstacle in the way of a speedy 
placement, however, is that the Legisla- 
ture is considering shutting down early 
this year. If this happens before the act 
is approved, a representative will have 
to refile the act next year, said Mr. 
Cloonan. 

Mr. Cloonan said approximately 135 
Massachusetts communities currently 
have a recall process either from a spe- 
cial act or through their town charters, 
though not many have actually used it. 

Randy Hanson, town clerk in 
Andover, said a couple of parents

approached her two weeks ago and 
asked how Andover could become one 
of these communities. 


How the recall may work 

Since they talked to Ms. Hanson, Ms. 
Robidoux said parents have looked at 
other towns’ recall processes and plan 
to base their draft on the recalls used 
by Reading and Wilmington. 


Ms. Robidoux expects Andover’s 
recall, if approved, to allow voters to 
throw out any elected official who has 
more than six months remaining in his 
or her term. 


A recall petition will have to be 
signed by a significant number of citi- 
zens, with at least 10 to 25 people from 
each of the town’s voting districts. The 
official or officials the voters want to 
remove will be named and reasons will 
be stated for the desired ouster. 


The official may then be informed 
and given the option to step down. 

If the town clerk approves the peti- 
tion and the official does not resign, an 
election asking if the named official or 
officials should be removed will then be 
held between 35 to 60 days later. 


If necessary, there would be a subse- 
quent election to choose a successor. 
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Blasting to start next week

Andover High neighbors should 
prepare for three to five weeks of ear- 
ly morning blasting, beginning as 
early as Monday or Tuesday of next 
week. 

But officials say noise from the 
blasting will be nearly undetectable. 

“T don’t even think you’re going to 
hear a sound. It will be just like a dog 
next to you lying down on the floor,” 
said Chuck Murnane, deputy fire 
chief. “It’s not going to be a rumble.” 

Mr. Murnane said he heard one 
neighbor is planning to move his 
family to his parents’ home while the 
blasting is underway. 

“The truth of the matter is there 
will probably be more noise getting 
in and out of the car going to Nana’s,” 
he said. 

The blasting is part of the Andover 
High construction project. According 
to Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, 
blasting preparation will begin at 3 or 
3:30 a.m. and the blasting itself will 
take place at 6 or 6:30 a.m. 

“The preparation noise will be 
kept to an absolute minimum. The 


noise will be a generator for lights, if 
they need it,” said Mr. Stapczynski. 
He said a front-end loader will put 
safety mats in place around 4 or 5 
a.m. The mats are used to prevent 
debris from flying. 

Mr. Stapcezynski said the town will 
blast in the morning because the site 
is too busy at other times. 

“The problem we found in the 
afternoon is the community used the 
site for all types of activities (such as) 
walking their dogs and playing with 
their kids,” said Mr. Stapczynski. 

“Accidents happen, but it’s highly 
unlikely,” said Deputy Murnane. “We 
just had a blasting job in town 30 feet 
from a lady’s house last week. It’s no 
big deal.” 

Although the nearest neighbor is 
1,000 feet from the blasting site, 
Deputy Murnane said the town did 
blasting surveys anyway. He said 
they have never before done such 
surveys for houses so far away. ” 

Mr. Stapcezynski said neighbors 
will be notified 24 hours before the 
blasting begins and can direct ques- 
tions to the fire department. 


Resident hears from attorney 
general on warrant question

Although the attorney general’s 
office has not ruled on the warrant 
issue brought by Dennis Teves, of 
Mohawk Road, Jonathan Abbott, 
assistant attorney general, has writ- 
ten Mr. Teves a letter advising him 
about this case. 

Part of Mr. Abbott’s advice is for 
Mr. Teves to work together with town 
officials. 

Mr. Teves has tried to get a ruling 
from the attorney general on whether 
the town is breaking state law when it 
opens and closes the warrant months 
before Town Meeting. 

Mr. Teves wants greater access. 

“Ultimately, notwithstanding any 
‘window,’ voters can force a special 
town meeting within 45 days if 
enough signatures (200) are obtained. 
Alternatively, you may wish to work 
with town officials in the future to 
comply with the local ‘window,’” 


wrote Mr. Abbott. 

Thomas Urbelis, town counsel, said 
Mr. Abbott’s letter shows the town is 
complying with state law, since it is 
complying with a town bylaw the 
attorney general’s office approved. ~ 

Mr. Teves said, “If you read 
between the lines it does” say the 
town violated the law. 


“At some point such a local ‘win- 
dow’ bylaw would violate (state law). 
In this case, the town appears to be 
complying with its local bylaw which 
was approved by the attorney gener- 
al,” wrote Mr. Abbott. “However, that 
by-law does not control when the 35- 
day window must be open. There is no 
reported case on the point. Given the 
Home Rule Amendment to the Mas- 
sachusetts Constitution, there is a 
presumption that a town is acting 
properly, unless its actions are clearly 
inconsistent with law.”

mittee did not adopt that rule as a per- 
manent policy. Indeed, the committee 
was graciously kind enough to allow 
me to ask several questions. What I 
learned was interesting. 

First of all, copies of School Commit- 
tee agenda packets are evidently avail- 
able at each school or at Andover 
school offices for pickup on Monday 
and Tuesday. It was remarked, howev- 
er, that parents could pick these items 
up when they pick their children up 
after school. 

I believe that the packets ought to be 
made more widely available so that 
working parents (like myself) who 
spend the hour between 5 and 6 p.m. 
frantically driving to pick up kids from 
after-school programs can more easily 
get them. 

Similarly, parents whose children 
take the bus home from school are at 
similar disadvantage. I for one would 
appreciate if the procedures were 
revised to help us working parents. 
(Surely it would be absurd for me to 


have to call school and ask for copy of 


the materials be put into my third- 
grader’s backpack.) 

Second, relative to the possible revi- 
sion of the school calender, Mr. Willey 
evidently spent hours reviewing count- 
less surveys (approximately 1,400 from 
parents and 300 from teachers). By and 
large, it appears that the teachers pre- 
fer the present calender, while many 
families would prefer adopting a single 
long March vacation. 

Mr. Willey was very judicious in 
saying that everyone had strong feel- 
ings about the calender revisions pro- 
posals. Please note, however, that it 
appeared only the parents’ and teach- 
ers’ views were solicited. I voiced my 
concern that the children’s interests 
ought to be considered as well, 
Although teachers and parents both 
care about the children, each of them 
have their own agenda items. We need 
to find a way to ensure that the chil- 
dren’s best interests are taken into 
account. 

For example, young students may 
very well need to have their vacations 
spread out — simply to avoid learning 
overload, etc. In contrast, working par- 
ents may find it more expedient to deal 
with the daycare issues presented by 
one vacation, or other families may 
prefer to take longer holidays. 

I think it is imperative that the com- 
munity and the School Committee not 
lose sight of the fact that the real party 
in interest are the kids. Perhaps, a 
child psychologist ought be consulted - 
someone who has no other agenda 
items than the kids’ best welfare in 
mind. 

Note also that I have lived at 
Phillips Academy for 13 years where 
my husband has taught in the English 
department. The March vacation 
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appears to work well for high school- 
ers, and helps to solve the travel and 
financial burdens on families of board- 
ing school children. Clearly, the public 
schools do not face the same adminis- 
trative issues as does Phillips Academy 
in preparing its calender. 

In any event, I offer these views as 
food for thought to fellow residents and 
parents of school-age children.

The value of 
resisting cigarettes 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover citizens should be proud of 
the recent progress made in improving 
local tobacco control and providing a 
healthy environment for our citizens. 

The special Massachusetts cigarette 
tax, passed by the state’s voters in 1992, 
now provides funding for many impor- 
tant tobacco control efforts. It has 
made possible a grant for five towns 
(Andover, North Andover, Methuen, 
Dracut and Middleton) to coordinate 
tobac¢o-control issues for the Merri- 
mack Valley. 

Tax money has helped launch a 
statewide comprehensive school-health 
program that teaches our kids the val- 
ue of resisting cigarettes. 

Tax funds also helped finance cre- 
ative anti-smoking messages on TV, 
radio and billboards — new data show 
kids are now more aware of these ads 
than they are of tobacco industry 
advertising, 

Funds from the tax also helped cre- 
ate the multilingual Smoker’s Quitline 
(1-800-TRY TO STOP) that received 
over 20,000 calls a year. Last year’s 
Town’ Meeting vote by Andover citi- 


zens for smoke-free public places now 
creates a healthy restaurant environ- 
ment that protects both customers and 
workers. Overall, the downward trend 
in statewide cigarette consumption has 
accelerated as a result of the tax and 
these programs. 

Many people deserve credit for this 
progress. The board of health in all five 
towns have worked hard to initiate 
many new policies and programs. 
Andover Director of Public Health 
Everett Penney has been instrumental 
in implementing smoke-free policies. 
Andover resident Karen Rouse, vice 
president of marketing and communi- 
cations for the state American Cancer 
Society, has helped initiate a National 
Smoke Free Class of 2000 project, 
which aims to keep schoolchildren 
healthy into the next century. 

In addition, our elected officials 
have made commitments to direct the 
tobacco tax money toward funding 
these programs and have resisted polit- 
ical pressure to divert the money. We 
have just learned that the state Legisla- 
ture has voted to maintain level fund- 
ing of $76 million for tobacco control 


. programs for the next fiscal year. We 


should all thank Senator John O’Brien, 
D-Andover, for voting to preserve and 
protect this funding and its related pro- 
grams, 

We hope that we will see even more 
future progress that will keep our state 
healthy and protect our next genera- 
tion of kids from preventable illness 
and suffering caused by cigarettes.

The actions, or rather 
inaction, of the parents at that field 
speaks volumes about what is wrong 
with our country. 

For these parents I have two ques- 
tions. Would you really want your 
child ignored the way mine was? Is this 
the example you want to give your chil- 
dren? I thank God that there are at 
least three Andover residents who care 
about other people.

town offices. According to Stephen 
Colyer, the preliminary plan shows lit- 
tle more than an access off Stirling 
Street and the 71 acres, including 16 
acres in Lawrence, broken into several 
large lots. 


This same land was the subject of a 
warrant article at this past April’s 
‘Town Meeting that asked for the prop- 
erty to be rezoned to accommodate a 
proposed residential development. 
That petition was defeated, mostly due 
to vocal opposition from the same 
neighbors who are now fighting the 
industrial development. 

Brendan Dugan, of 12 Stirling St. 
and spokesperson for the newly formed 
Andover Residents for Conservation, a 
group created to pursue conservation 
acquisition of this property, told select- 
men the neighbors ate opposed to any 
development of the land other than for 
conservation or recreational use. He 
said that “we don’t want development 
by nonresident landlords” who are not 
working for the best interest of the 
town as a whole. 

At the same time, ARC members 
recognize that the property owner has 
rights to dispose of the property, Mr. 
Dugan said. 


Dave Hastings, of 18 Fleming Ave., 
said the town has to be “pro-active” to 
find resources to purchase the land, 
and that “active conservation with a 
long-term funding scheme” to monitor 
the land is needed. 


Liz Tentarelli, of the Andover Trails 
Committee, called on the town to act on 
its policy of trying to preserve open

space and work toward acquiring what 
she said is a valuable piece of land 
abutting the Shawsheen River. 


Bob Pustell, Conservation Commis- 
sion chairman, said he was pleased “to 
hear all of this noise” in favor of con- 
servation, and encouraged selectmen 
to “say yes,” and throw all of the 
town’s resources into going about 
acquiring this land. He said the Con- 
sCom doesn’t have the funds available 
now to purchase the land outright, but 
that it could certainly work with inter- 
ested parties in finding a way to 
acquire the land. Mr. Pustell also asked 
that this effort be engaged with the 
purpose of accomplishing the acquisi- 
tion, not to prove it can’t be done. 


Tax liens 

One - or rather several — obstacles 
that need to be addressed are a number 
of tax liens on the property. 


Nearly $600,000 is owed to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service by Ms. Champy. 
Another $335,000 is owed to the town of 
Andover for property taxes, and anoth- 
er $130,000 is owed to Arbor Associates, 
a real estate agency. 


“Obviously, this woman is in great 
debt because of this property,” Select- 
man Gerald Silverman said. 


Mr. Silverman said he sympathized 
with the neighbors. 


“But people own property and if 
they follow the rules they have the 
right to develop it,” he said. 


Options 

One option that may be considered 
is the town taking the property in lieu 
of the taxes owed on it. 


The town would almost always 
rather have money owed rather than 
another piece of property to maintain. 
That is why it postponed the land-tak- 
ing process — a costly and time consum- 
ing court venture —- when there was a 
potential sale of the property, accord- 
ing to David Reilly, town treasurer and 
collector. 


Selectman Barry Finegold asked 
what would be the cost of taking the 
property. No specific figure was 
thrown out, but Mr. Reilly said it 
would involve mostly legal fees, and 
that much of that work had already

been done in land court. 


Mr. Reilly said the IRS may or may 
not wave the debt owed it if the town 
took the land. That is one of the ques- 
tions town counsel will be charged 
with investigating. 

The $130,000 would most likely not 
be waved, Mr. Reilly said. And in a tak- 
ing, the town would forfeit its claim for 
the taxes owed it. 


The land-court process is also very 
slow, according to Mr. Reilly, typically 
taking several years first to bring a 
case to court, then to get it resolved. 


This property first went to land 
court in 1990, he said, and the process 
has been delayed by potential sale of 
the land, including the current one. 


Environmental report 

Another obstacle is obtaining a 
clean 21-E environmental report, show- 
ing there is no hazardous waste on the 
property. At this point no one knows if 
there is any waste on the land, but 
apparently the potential exists because 
of previous tenants there. 


Selectman James Barenboim said 
any buyer, the town or any other devel- 
oper, would have to pay for a 21-E to be 
performed before any lending institu- 
tion would consider giving a mortgage 
for the property. And that study is 
expensive, he indicated. Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, said the 
town also requires a 21-E prior to the 
taking of any land for conservation 
purposes.

William Becker encourages the ‘Spirit of America’

There are two sides of the Spirit of Amer- 
ica today — a dark side and a light side. 

The darker side was felt across America 
on the morning of April 19, 1995, when the 
Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building in Okla- 
homa City was bombed; the death toll now 
stands at 167, among whom were 17 chil- 
dren. 

Also, when vicious acts of anti-Semitism 
and gay-bashing still continue to occur, 
when there are more young black men in 
American prisons than in colleges, when 
excessive smoking, alcohol and drug abuse 
alter or destroy so many lives, when the 
environment seems to be losing to technolo- 
gy, when too many of our friends and rela- 
tives die too young from diseases or 
despair, sometimes, we might feel that the 
forces of darkness are too powerful. 

However, as a teacher, parent and citi- 
zen of Andover for the past 25 years, I have 
always believed in the positive side, which I 
feel is a much stronger and much more per- 
vasive force than evil in our lives. 

For example, in Oklahoma City, we 
remember Rebecca Anderson, an off-duty 
nurse killed by falling debris while attempt- 
ing to rescue children from the bombed day- 
care center, and the thousands of firemen, 
EMT's, police officers, Red Cross workers 
and other volunteers who devoted thou- 
sands of hours to the desperate rescue 
effort. 


Also, during the California fires of 1994 
and the midwest floods of 1993, thousands of 
Americans volunteered millions of hours to 
help their fellow Americans. 

So — to paraphrase President John F. 


Kennedy - let’s focus, not on what is wrong 
with America, but what is so right. 

Here in the town of Andover, many of 
you have already contributed a great deal of 
time and effort to assist others: 

a. “Project Charlie” against substance 
abuse; 

b. The Andover Youth Council is mount- 
ing the first serious effort in 30 years to 
work with town officials to build a much 
needed youth center; 

c. Andover High School’s Community 
Service program (only five years old), in 
which hundreds of students have volun- 
teered thousands of hours of effort; and 

d. The intergenerational 24 Hour Relay 
Challenge, which has brought together 
townspeople of all ages in a spirit of cooper- 
ation and camaraderie. 

This is the true and noble Spirit of Amer- 
ica. 

And, Andover’s adults already do a lot. 

Andover youth-sports programs work 
because hundreds of adults volunteer their 
time for no pay to coach our youth teams. 

Also, we need to acknowledge all the 
members of all the town boards (Selectmen, 
School Committee, Finance Committee, 
Conservation Commission, etc.), as well as 
the public-spirited groups like Andona, the 
League of Women Voters, and the Service 
Club, who devote thousands of hours of 
their time and thousands of dollars of their 
money each year for the good of the town. 

All these people epitomize the best of the 
Spirit of America. 

So, as you finish your high school years, 
what can I say to you graduates about what 
is important in life? 

Remember the words of Henry David 
Thoreau from Walden: “I wished to live 
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deliberately, to confront the essential facts 
of life, and to see if I could learn what it had 
to teach, and not, when I came to die, dis- 
cover that I had not really lived.” 

Above all, consider what most adults my 
age have learned through tough experience: 
money and cars and bank accounts and oth- 
er “toys” are fun to have, but what is really 
important to value in life are family, friends 
and faith. 

In the famous play Our Town by Thorn- 
ton Wilder, the heroine, Emily, has died in 
her 20s and is in the cemetery talking to the 
souls of the other former citizens of 
Grovers’ Corners, N.H. She asks, “Do any 
humans ever realize life while they live it?” 
And Simon Stinson replies, “ No...they 
move about in a cloud of ignorance, go up 
and down trampling on other people's feel- 
ings. (Mortals) spend and waste time as if 
they had a million years of it.” 

We don’t have a million years — we have 
only a brief time in the vast scheme of the 
universe, 

So, considering the limited time allocat- 
ed to each of us, we should do good in the 
world, not because it’s a “fashionable thing 
to do,” but because we realize that serving 
others brings out the best qualities inside 
ourselves. 

Consider the movie, The Wizard of Oz. 
The scarecrow already had a brain, but 
didn’t use it until he had to create a plan to 
help his companions; the tin man had no 
heart, but he always demonstrated his com- 
passion; the cowardly lion was fearful, but 
he defended his friends; and Dorothy her- 
self always had inside her the ability to 
return to Kansas, but she was able to do so 
when she finally recognized the love she felt 
for her family and friends.

I’m sure all of us have heard, in one 
science class or another, that the light 
reaching us from the sun was actually 
produced a few minutes before; and 
that the stars we see in the night sky 
are actually rays of light that have 
been traveling through space for tens 
and hundreds and thousands of years.

The second 
production 911 Turbo was introduced 
in 1978. The addition of an intercool- 
er and an increase in displacement to 
3.3 liters raised power to 265 horse- 
power, Further engine development 
resulted in a boost to 815 horsepower 
in the third generation 911 Turbo in 
1991. The next generation 911 Turbo 
was the 1994 model. Based on a 
revised 3.6-liter engine, this version 
produced 355 horsepower and acceler- 
ated from 0 to 60 mph in a remark- 
able 4.7 seconds. 
3.6-liter boxer engine 

The 1996 Porsche 911 Turbo 
retains its immediate predecessors 
3.6-liter, aluminum block, air-cooled, 
horizontally opposed, six-cylinder 
engine. Numerous development 
changes for operating efficiencies, 
reduced weight, maximum recyclable 
components and ease of production 
resulted in today’s 400 horsepower 
motor which also meets all of the 
world’s demanding exhaust emission 
regulations. 
OBD II 

The boxer engine features electron- 
ic engine management, twin-tur- 
bochargers with two intercoolers, 
knock sensing, three-way catalytic 
converters with Lambda control and 
OBD II (on-board diagnostics, second 
generation) equipment, dual exhaust, 
multi-port sequential fuel injection, 
and dry sump lubrication. Engine 
output flows from the rear-mounting 
position forward through a new six- 
speed manual gearbox designed to be 
strong enough to withstand the power 
and demands of the 911 Turbo’s

Six-speed transmission 
Double-cone synchromesh on first

Viscous center clutch 

The all-wheel-drive system, adapt- 
ed from the 1995 Porsche 911 Carrera 
4, at 111 pounds is half the weight of 
the earlier Porsche Carrera 4 AWD 
system, and is 83 percent more effi- 
cient in operation. A maintenance- 
free viscous center clutch controls 
power distribution between the front 
and rear wheels. Running in silicone 
fluid, it responds to power, rpm and 
temperature differences to vary the 
amount of slip between the front and 
rear axles. A conventional rear lock- 
ing differential regulates the torque 
split between the wheels. The viscous 
center clutch and rear differential act 
to divert engine power to the wheels 
with the most traction. The rear dift 
ferential action is augmented by 
Porsche’s Automatic Brake 
Differential (ABD), Should one rear 
wheel begin to spin, the locking dif- 
ferential transmits power to the 
wheel which has traction. If this is 
not sufficient, then the ABD, using 
input from the anti-lock brake sen- 
sors, applies braking power to the 
slipping wheel to help initiate trac 
tion, (These functions operate at 
speeds up to 48 miles per hour.) 
Greater usable 
power and stability 

The combination of the locking dif- 
ferential and ABD along with all- 
wheel drive provides greater direc- 
tional stability under all circum- 
stances and offers maximum traction 
on less than ideal road surfaces. 
There is no better way to get power to 
the road than with all-wheel drive. 
All-wheel drive reduces weight trans- 
fer differences which can affect 
bility by allowing 100 percent of the 
Turbo's weight to be used at all times 
to help maintain traction and stabili- 
ty, This makes for a safer, more com- 
fortable driving experience. 
Front suspension 

Stability, handling and ride com- 
fort are enhanced by the redesigned 
chassis of the 1996 Porsche 911 
Turbo. The front suspension is an 
evolution of the MacPherson-type 
strut, coil spring and stabilizer bar 
unit from past 911s. Changes in com- 


sta- 


ponents resulted in a system weigh- 


ing some 6.6 pounds less than before, 
thus improving driving characteris- 
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tics through reduction of unsprung 
weight. 
Subframe-mounted 
rear suspension 

The semi-trailing arms and struts 
of previous 911s have been replaced 
by Porsche’s new LSA (Lightweight- 
Stable-Agile) system. This first use of 
a subframe-mounted design on a rear 
engine production car was introduced 
last year on the 1995 Porsche 911 
Carrera and Carrera 4, The multi- 
link suspension was designed to with- 
stand, without modification, the 
added power of the 911 Turbo, Four 
links in two horizontal planes 
(appearing like upper and lower ‘IA”- 
arms) provide precise wheel control, 
while further development of the 
“Weissach suspension” pioneered on 
the Porsche 928 helps improve stabil- 
ity by forcing the outside rear wheel 
to toe in during cornering, Stability, 
regardless of side forces, and precise 
tracking are the system’s virtues. The 
LSA package, in addition to the four 
links, includes dual-tube gas shock 
absorbers, coil springs and a stabiliz- 
er bar mounted to the aluminum sub- 
frame. The 1996 Porsche 911 Turbo’s 
suspension setup matches the 911 
Carrera’s optional sport tuning short- 
er, stiffer springs, stiffer stabilizer 
bars and different shock absorber 
tuning. 


Anti-lock braking system 

The latest Bosch anti-lock braking 
system, ABS 5, augments the four- 
wheel dise setup which includes 
cross-drilled rotors and four-piston 
fixed calipers at each wheel, The rear 
brakes are larger than in the past 
and the new ABS 5 helps ensure 
shorter stopping distances and con- 
trol on uneven surfaces, decreased 
pedal kickback during ABS braking 
and improved modulation, resulting 
in more constant deceleration, 
Tires and wheels 

A major source of unsprung 
weight, which can adversely affect 
handling and stability, is a car’s 
wheels. To further reduce their mass, 
Porsche engineers have developed an 
aluminum wheel with hollow 
spokes.The first production applica 
tion of this wheel will be on the 1996 
Porsche 911 Turbo. Compared to con- 


ventional designs, the wheels save 
some 24 pounds, weighing a total of 
approximately 90 pounds. Up front, 
the eight-inch wide by 18-inch diame- 
ter wheels are mounted with “Z” 
rated 225/40 tires while the 10-inch 
wide rear wheels use 285/30x18 tires. 
Safety features 

The 1996 Porsche 911 Turbo’s two- 
door body, with its distinctive rear 
end fender flares, air ducts and wing 
has been totally redesigned, vet 
retains the classic, 32-year-old 911 
teardrop shape, Re-engineering pro- 
vided a body shell some 20 percent 
stiffer than before with additional 
focus on isolating the passenger com- 
partment from impacts through front 
and rear deformation zones and 
improved side-guard protection, 
Additional safety features include 
three-point restraints for driver and 
all passengers, the ABS 5-equipped 
brakes, all-wheel drive, dual front 
airbags and improved visibility 
through more efficient windshield 


wipers, 


Interior features 

Interior packaging remains 2+2 
with virtually the same space and 
appearance including an instrument 
panel dominated by five round analog 
gauges, The electrically-controlled 
front seats, interior panels, steering 
wheel, gear shift and emergency 
brake levers are all leather-covered. 
Other standard comfort and conve- 
nience features include: automatic 
temperature controlled air condition- 
ing, power windows and heated exte- 
rior rearview mirrors, AM/FM stereo 
cassette or compact dise audio sys- 
tem, sunroof, computerized six-fune- 
tion driver information center, and 
electronically-controlled remote key- 
less entry with integrated security 
system, 


Warranty 

The 1996 Porsche 911 Turbo, like 
all Porsche sports cars, is covered by 
a two-year new vehicle limited war- 
ranty with unlimited mileage, which 
includes the Porsche roadside assis- 
tance program. The fully galvanized 
body and 26-step paint and anti-cor- 
rosion process enable Porsche to war- 
rant the 1996 911 Turbo against rust 
perforation for 10 years and unlimit- 
ed mileage. In addition, the paint- 
work carries a three-year limited 
warranty, 


The 1996 Porsche 911 Turbo joins 
the other members of the Porsche 911 
Carrera series — the Carrera Coupe, 
Carrera Cabriolet, Carrera 4 Coupe 
and Carrera 4 Cabriolet as well as 
the 968 Coupe, 968 Cabriolet and 928 
GTS — in the Porsche sports car 
model line. 


olkswagen recently unveiled 

for the first time in the 

United States an advanced 

turbo direct-injection diesel 
engine that performs on par with a 
comparable gasoline engine, is clean- 
er than most gas engines and pro- 
vides significantly better fuel econo- 
my. 

The North American unveiling of 
this technology was presented by Dr. 
Karl-Heinz Neumann, Volkswagen's 
executive director of powertrain 
development, at a press conference at 
the New York Auto Show. 

The Volkswagen TDI engine, or 
Turbo-diesel Direct Injection, has 
recorded fuel efficiency marks in 
Europe in the range of 48 miles per 
gallon (DIN one-third mix figures) in 
the Golf TDI. The estimated driving 
range from one tank of fuel for the 
Golf TDI is nearly 700 miles. 

In the Golf, the 1.9 liter, 90 horse- 
power TDI reaches a top speed of 111 
mph. Its exceptional performance 
over the entire rpm range results 
from a remarkably flat torque curve 
which peaks at 149 ft.-lbs at just 
1.900 rpm. 

Thanks to the TDI’s strong low-end 
torque performance, a Golf TDI has a 
starting acceleration (0 to 80 mph) 
that is on par with Volkswagen's GTI 
16-Valve performance mode] sold in 
Murope. 

Volkswagen’s TDI is also nearly as 
quiet as a regular gasoline engine. 

At the press conference, Dr. 
Neumann announced that the TDI 
engine will become available in the 
U.S. and Canada this fall in 
Volkswagen’s 1996 Jetta, Passat, 
Passat Wagon and Golf. 

The four-cylinder in-line TDI 
engine meets stringent exhaust emis- 
sion standards in Europe and the 
U.S. It also emits 20 percent less car- 
bon dioxide than most gasoline pow- 
erplants. Carbon dioxide is the main 
heat-trapping gas that many scien- 
tists consider responsible for the 
greenhouse effect. 

The Volkswagen TDI employs 


major innovations and advancements. 


With TDI, Volkswagen is the first to 
combine a direct-injection process 
with electronic diesel control. Instead 
of using a mechanically controlled 
injection system, as found in previous 
diesels, Volkswagen's TDI technology 


Volkswagen TDI 1.9-liter engine 


uses a sophisticated electronic control 
system that manages fuel injection 
timing and amount, turbocharging 
boost pressure, exhaust gas recircula- 
tion and glow plug time.

Volkswagen’s virtual elimination of 
noise and very low soot exhaust out- 
put in the TDI are partially the 
result of its unique two-stage fuel 
injection system which is made possi- 
ble by the electronically controlled 
distributor pump.
